Barry man jailed 
for arson threat 


A DRUNKEN 
man who threat¬ 
ened to burn 
down two houses 
in Barry has been 
jailed for three- 
and-a-half years 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

In one of the houses, 
children were present, 
and they became hyster¬ 
ical at what was taking 
place, said prosecutor 
David Pugh. 

Craig Scarborough 
(37) of Laleston Close, 
Barry, pleaded guilty to 
two charges of threaten¬ 
ing to damage property 
by arson. 

Judge John Curran 
told him: “You are cor¬ 
rectly described as 
someone who presents a

high risk of causing 
harm and reoffending. 

“The nature of these 
offences was frighten¬ 
ing, and you did every¬ 
thing you could to terri¬ 
fy your former partner.” 

Mr Pugh said 
Michelle Miller had had 
a short relationship with 
Scarborough which 
came to an end. 

She moved into a dif¬ 
ferent property in Barry, 
which she obtained 
from the local authority. 

On June 13, 
Scarborough asked to 
speak to her and began 
visiting her frequently. 
Sometimes, he would 
call without notice and 
if she was not there.

would wait for her to 
return. 

In early July, he 
stayed with her 
overnight on two occa¬ 
sions, but he began to 
act strangely, looking 
for cameras in the house 
and “hearing voices” 
telling him to hurt Miss 
Miller. 

On July 5, he drank a 
lot, left the house about 
10.30pm, visited a 
friend and returned. 

He said to Miss 
Miller: “You slut. What 
are you wearing? How 
many men have you got 
in there? Don’t m^e 
me hurt you. You want 
me to burn down the 
house? You know I’ll 
do it.” 

Mr Pugh said she 
believed his threat and 


left the house and ran to 
a neighbour and col¬ 
lapsed in her home. 

Also in that house 
were several children 
and a babysitter. 

Soon after, 

Scarborough banged the 
front door of that house, 
shouting: “Don’t make 
me burn these people’s 
house down. You know 
I’m an arsonist, you 
know I’ll do it.” 

The children became 
hysterical and several 
people in the area called 
the police. 

Scarborough 
returned to Miss 
Miller’s home and was 
found there drunk. 

When interviewed, 
he denied making any 
threats and revealed he 
had had eight cans of 


lager to drink. 

He was said to have 
convictions for 31 
offences, including 
causing damage to a 
police cell, possessing 
heroin with intent to 
supply, as well as two 
convictions for arson, 
one of which involved a 
previous partner’s 
home. 

Mr Pugh said that on 
that occasion, he 
stabbed himself and 
started a fire in her flat. 

The second arson 
concerned him setting 
fire to a car. 

His counsel, Robin 
Shellard, said: “He is no 
longer in need of in- 
house psychiatric care. 

“Currently, he 

receives drug medica¬ 
tion, and is progressing, 
but his convictions are 
worrying and he under¬ 
stands the nature of his 
problems.”

A SECOND man 
has been charged in 
connection with a 
robbery that took 
place in Penarth 
last March. 

Police investigating 
the incident arrested 
and charged the 18- 
year-old Cardiff man 
on April 11. 

The robbery took 
place in the early 
hours of Sunday, 
March 20, 2011 when 
two men approached a 
taxi on Albert Road, 
Penarth, armed with a 
baseball bat and an 
imitation hrearm and 
demanded money from 
the driver. 

Jordan Leonard 
Harry (19) was given a 
five-year sentence at 
Cardiff Crown Court 
on December 2 in con¬ 
nection with the rob¬ 
bery. 

The man charged on 
April 11 will appear 
before the courts in 
May.

Dinas Powys woman is 
victim of cruel scam 


A LOCAL woman 
is warning people 
with elderly rela¬ 
tives to beware of a 
cruel scam - after 
her mother-in-law 
had her TV stolen 
by two men. 

Joan Hughes told The 
GEM: “She is 86 and 
lives in the Vale in a 
complex which is sup¬ 
ported by a warden. She 
has some dementia, but 
is still capable of living 
on her own. 

“Earlier this month, 
two men knocked on her 
door and asked if she 
had a TV licence. She 
got confused, and when 
she could not produce 
one, they told her they 
would have to take away 
her TV set.” 

At the age of 86, of 
course, the lady did not 
need a TV licence, and 
Mrs Hughes says that 
this emphasises what a 


cruel scam it was against 
a vulnerable woman. 

She said: “I do feel 
that now, having got 
away with it once, they 
will try it again.’ 

A police spokes¬ 
woman said: “Police 
received the report of a 
theft at a property in 
Dinas Powys on 
Thursday, April 5. 

“The incident remains 
under investigation by 
Barry CID.” 


She added: “Police 
advise home owners to 
follow the Doorstep 
Code and not to allow 
strangers into their 
homes. 

“Officers also ask that 
residents look out for 
elderly and vulnerable 
neighbours and report 
any suspicious activity 
in the community by 
calling 101.”

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Town urgently 
needs sports 
centre upgrade 


I ’M writing in 
support of Mr 
Anthony Powell 
(GEM letters, April 
12) when he 
queries the priority 
that the Vale 
Council attaches to 
the Barry Sports 
Centre. 

I’m a relative new¬ 
comer to Barry having 
only lived in the town 
for 32 years, but in that 
time I have seen at least 
two generations of 
Barry youngsters use the 
facilities of the centre. 

During the period, 
there has been signifi¬ 
cant investment in the 
facilities on the site with 
the provision of the all- 
weather pitches and the 
sports hall and the area 
is used more intensively 
due to the joint user 
agreement with the 
Barry Boys 

Comprehensive School. 

The only areas not to 
receive investment are 
the changing rooms and 
other indoor facilities. 
These have remained 
relatively unmaintained 
over the 30-year period. 

The facilities are 
intensively used and a 
large number of volun¬ 
teers give up their time 
to organise a wide range 
of activities for young 
people in Barry, as well 
as supporting adult 
sports activities on the 
site. 

The whole area is an 
asset to the town, as it 
has good parking facili¬ 
ties for the users. 

One has to question 
priorities. I have been 
trying to find out from 
the council just how 
much the works on the 
Bro Morgannwg playing 
fields have cost. Here 
the council decided to 


dig up a perfectly good 
rugby pitch to build a 
new primary school. 

To compensate for 
the loss of the pitch the 
council, in their infinite 
wisdom, decided to 
reinstate derelict land 
along Greenbanks Drive 
as a playing field. 

This entailed major 
civil engineering and 
earth moving works 
over a number of 
months. The estimated 
cost of this work was 
around £97,000. 

The latest cost that 
the council has admitted 
to is £154,000 and this 
figure is under challenge 
as, despite a request 
under the Freedom of 
Information Act, the 
council has not yet pro¬ 
vided a full breakdown 
of costs. 

My estimate of the 
actual costs of providing 
this one rugby pitch for 
the exclusive use of Bro 
Morgannwg School is 
somewhere between 
£300-£400,000. 

Contrast this expendi¬ 
ture for a limited num¬ 
ber of school pupils five 
days per week with the 
seven-day operation of 
the sport centre for the 
benefit of a wide range 
of the people of Barry, 
and one must ask 
whether the council is 
getting its priorities 
right. 

The town needs the 
Barry Sports Centre. It 
is an irreplaceable asset 
that capitalises on the 
goodwill of a large 
number of volunteers to 
provide sports activities 
for generations of Barry 
people. The investment 
needs to be made.

7,721 NEW HOUSES 
REALLY NECESSARY?’ 


'W'HAVE read with inter- 

I est, the objections to 
.M^the LDP from several 
resident groups throughout 
the Vale - and also the 
response from councillors 
that they have been told by 
the Assembly that the 
council has to build 7,721 
houses over the next 15 
years - and they have to go 
somewhere. 

I would like to question the 
need for so many houses. The fig¬ 
ures are based on the Assembly 
population projections which I 
have read with interest. As with 
all statistical projections, they are 
filled with caveats concerning the 
sources of the data, forward pro¬ 
jecting based on historical data 
etc. 

It appears the data is based on 
trends over the last five to 10 
years, and the most interesting 
fact is that inward migration is 
the largest figure, outweighing the 
increase in births over deaths. 

The data also appears to be 
based on a top-down approach i.e. 
data for the UK is split out to the 
regions and Wales, which is then 


split down to the various coun- 

oils. 

There are plans to do a bottom- 
up approach, with the councils 
providing their own data from 
pooling data and GP records, but 
this has not been used so far. 

I would question whether the 
UK and Wales is going to see as 
much inward migration over the 
next 10 years as it did over the 
previous 10 years, when the econ¬ 
omy was generally healthy, immi¬ 
gration was not controlled very 
well, and there was a huge jump 
in immigration from Eastern 
European countries that had 
joined the EU. 

Here are some other statistics 
from the Assembly which casts 
some doubt on their own projec¬ 
tions (key statistics for the Vale of 
Glamorgan November 2006). In 
2001, the Vale authority had a 
population of 120,000 people and 
48,753 houses, with an average 
occupancy of 2.46 people per 
household. 

The population in the Vale in 
2010 (council database) was 
125,000 (an increase of four per 
cent) and using the same house¬ 
hold occupancy gives the number 
of households at 50,813. 


(Unfortunately, 1 could not find 

any data for actual households in 
2010). This is an increase of 
2,060 households between 2001 
and 2010. 

As mentioned earlier, this was 
during a relative boom period for 
the economy. 

How, therefore, can they proj¬ 
ect a requirement for an addition¬ 
al 7,721 homes for the next 15 
years? 

I think a more likely require¬ 
ment is 2,000 homes. The Vale 
also confirmed in 2010 approxi¬ 
mately 880 empty domestic prop¬ 
erties in the Vale, which I pre¬ 
sume does not include properties 
for sale. 

Politicians will say that you 
have to have a plan and it has to 
be based on some data. I would 
question the data they are using. 

Also the plan for Whales and the 
LDP was started back in 2006 
when everything was rosy and 
grand plans were afoot for St 
Athan and Cardiff Airport - and 
we know what has happened to 
those schemes.

Fracking: Whose 
case to answer? 


‘Convert site into 
Cowbridge piazza’ 


D WR CYMRU 
are quite jus¬ 
tified in say¬ 
ing their current 
water supplies are 
hardly touched by 
the proposed frack¬ 
ing (The GEM, 
March 8), as their 
only local source is 
the Schwyll aquifer, 
with springs near 
Ewenny that used 
to supply Bridgend. 

It’s the Vale Council 
that is responsible for the 
individual water sources, 
including those used for 
agriculture. 

Instead of relying on 
Dwr Cymru, they should 
be getting together a 
case, including expert 
evidence, that these may 
be at risk. 

The council should 
argue that the relatively 
shallow strata for frack¬ 
ing - in this case only 
650 metres, not the nor¬ 
mal 2,000 metres - are 
more likely to pollute 
groundwater, as has been 
found in the USA. 

It’s also the 
Environment Agency 
Wales (EAW) that is 
responsible for the 
groundwater directive, 
which covers all aquifers 


not just those currently 
drawn on for drinking 
water. 

Friends of the Earth 
established their respon¬ 
sibility at the Aberthaw 
quarry inquiry, when the 
EAW proposed to ignore 
the minor aquifer under 
the site. 

The EAW’s John 
Harrison told the council 
seminar that the EAW 
would consider aquifer 
pollution only when an 
application to extract gas 
was made. 

But they should argue 
that exploratory drilling 
is an integral part of 
fracking, and that in the 
absence of other infor¬ 
mation, fracking in shal¬ 
low strata must be pre¬ 
sumed to pollute local 
aquifers, which are given 
absolute protection under 
the groundwater direc¬ 
tive. 

So let’s not criticise 
and pressurise Dwr 
Cymru, but the Vale 
Council and EAW. 

They both have to 
prepare full cases and 
may now need to ask the 
Planning Inspectorate for 
extra time to do so.

I N the projects it 
has so far under¬ 
taken at the 
Physic Garden, Old 
Hall and the Town 
Walls, Cowbridge 
Charter Trust has 
shown how remark¬ 
ably it can achieve 
much with few 
resources. 

If we are positive and 
suppose that the Vale 
Council rescinds its 
plans to sell the Cattle 
Market site from under 
the feet of its operators, 
is there something that 
the Charter Trust might 
do to improve the site 
and generate income for 
the town without affect¬ 
ing current operations? 

The area behind the 
market sheds is a large 
central open space, for 
which many towns 
would give a great deal. 

With a little work, it 
could be attractively 


paved, planted and 
turned into a square or 
piazza, of the sort that 
grace many Continental 
cities. 

Indeed, minor devel¬ 
opment on the periphery 
could give us 
Cowbridge’s own ‘street 
cafe’ area. 

This need not interfere 
with the site’s primary 
utility as a car and lorry 
park, but on special 
occasions, like the 
Jubilee, it could then 
also serve for street par¬ 
ties, for military or musi¬ 
cal parades, for open air 
theatre, for marquees for 
the food or book festi¬ 
vals - and for visiting 
exhibitions, markets, or 
circuses. 

All these could attract 
custom and revenue to 
the town to help pay for 
the initial investment.

I FIRST wrote to 
The GEM five 
years ago, about 
the folly of concen¬ 
trating housing 
development in 
Barry without sig¬ 
nificant improve¬ 
ments to our roads.

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Wenvoe residents say LDP process 
is Hinfair and too complicated’ 


RESIDENTS in 
Wenvoe are the lat¬ 
est to criticise the 
way the Vale 
Council’s Local 
Development Plan 
(LDP) has been 
handled. 

The Wenvoe 

Residents’ Action Group 
(WRAG) is another 
newly-formed group 
that has responded to 
plans in the LDR 

In the case of 
Wenvoe, there are plans 
to put 150 homes adjoin¬ 


ing the village, and 
another 220 nearby at 
Culverhouse Cross. 

As with many similar 
groups, they were 
shocked at the way the 
plans came ‘out of the 
blue’ and without warn¬ 
ing. 

One WRAG member, 
Elizabeth Mildred, told 
The GEM: “We bought 
our house 12 months 
ago and none of these 
plans showed up on a 
solicitor’s search. 

“I think it was about 
10 days into the six- 
week LDP consultation

period that people in the 
village realised what 
could happen.” 

As with many other 
groups in the Vale, she 
believes that the consul¬ 
tation period is too short, 
and that the odds are 
stacked against local 
people. 

She said: “The LDP 
‘consultation’ has made 
a mockery of our demo¬ 
cratic system. 

“It is totally unaccept¬ 
able that our MP had no 


option but to advise us 
that without a profes¬ 
sional planning compa¬ 
ny mounting a represen¬ 
tation for us, it would be 
very difficult to chal¬ 
lenge the council’s pro¬ 
posals to develop green¬ 
field land and enlarge 
our village by a third. 

“The process is 
ridiculously top-heavy, 
over-complicated and 
riddled with confusion. 
It is a system that 
favours wealthy

landowners and devel¬

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
confirmed to The GEM 
that, in his opinion, the 
complicated planning 
system was very diffi¬ 
cult for ordinary people 
to navigate. 

He said: “Because of 
the complexity of plan¬ 
ning procedure, and 
because of how it is 
interpreted, it is sad that 
communities have to 
resort to taking profes¬ 
sional advice.” 

Elizabeth Mildred 
added: “The over-bur¬ 
dening of the eastern 
end of the Vale with 


housing on the scale 
proposed in the LDP 
will stretch resources to 
breaking point, create 
gridlock on our roads 
and wipe out acres of 
fields, woodland and 
meadows for ever. 

“The plan is ill-con¬ 
ceived and the LDP 
process itself a fiasco. 
We have had conflicting 
advice from councillors 
and council officials. 

“Also, there are thou¬ 
sands of pages of jargon 
to wade through (either

THE VALE COUNCIL 
LEADER HITS BACK 


‘Colcot Sports Centre 
is NOT under threat’ 


I FEEL com¬ 
pelled to 
respond to the 
recent letter from 
former Labour 
councillor, and 
prospective 
Labour candidate, 
Anthony Powell, 
concerning the 
Colcot sports cen¬ 
tre. 

No doubt Mr 
Powell’s current inter¬ 
est is related to the 
‘Save Colcot Sport 
Centre’ campaign and 
associated banners that 
have recently appeared 
in the area, and the 
‘demonstration’ that 
took place at the centre 
last Saturday April 14. 

Regrettably, this all 
seems to be stimulated 
by the forthcoming 
local elections and I am 
surprised and somewhat 
disappointed by these 
tactics, especially as all 
they will really serve to 
do is to concern the 
current users of the 
centre and nearby resi¬ 
dents; the very people 
Mr Powell is purporting 
to support. 

For the record, the 
council is currently 
working with the Barry 
Regeneration Group 
and local representa¬ 
tives on a feasibility 
study to consider future 
uses for the centre. 

To be clear, the study 
is aimed at increasing 
the centre’s uses, so the 
banners proclaiming the 
centre’s need for saving 
are a little superfluous 
and unnecessary. 

The £400k that Mr 
Powell refers to in his 
letter was an estimate 
to internally refurbish 
the existing changing 
block. This would not 
meet the needs of all 
users of the site partic¬ 
ularly our female users. 
We are keen to 


ensure that the whole 
community can gain 
maximum benefit from 
the facilities, including 
the artificial pitch, the 
modern four court 
sports hall and the foot¬ 
ball pitches. 

We understand the 
limitations of the build¬ 
ing, but have recently 
significantly increased 
its day time and 
evening use with the 
introduction of a Welsh 
language play group 
and dance classes. 

We plan to undertake 
some well-needed 
maintenance work dur¬ 
ing 2012/13 and, on 
conclusion of the feasi¬ 
bility study, to be in a 
position to bid for 
external funds based on 
its most appropriate 
future sports, recreation 
and community issues. 

With regard to the 
point made about re¬ 
registering all playing 
fields as part of the 
Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee, this is incor¬ 
rect. 

The council chose to 
nominate seven playing 
field areas throughout 
the Vale to represent a 
cross section of sites 
within our area. 

To suggest that the 
omission of the Sports 
Centre field weakens its 
continued position as a 
playing field is totally 
disingenuous. 

Does the same apply 
to Victoria Park, 
Gladstone Park, 
Pencoedtre playing 
fields and Ceri Road in 
Rhoose, for example? 
These were also not 
included. 

I would reassure 
readers that the Colcot 
Sports Centre remains 
an extremely important 
venue for Barry and the 
Vale generally. 

While the council 
may not have the 
immediate funds to 
refurbish the building. 


it is in no way under 
threat, in fact quite the 
opposite.

NEWS UPDATE FROM 
BARRY MEN’S FORUM 


Build-up to the 
Battle of Britain 

Separating the 
myth from reality 


AS time goes by, 
interest in the all- 
important Battle of 
Britain does not 
diminish - historians 
continue to ask ques¬ 
tions, and in recent 
years some have ques¬ 
tioned the readiness of 
the Spitfires and 
Hurricanes, armed 
with machine guns, to 
take on the might of 
the better-equipped 
Luftwaffe fighters. 

Our speaker on April 
5, Mac Tanner, had 
himself been to a lec¬ 
ture a couple of years 
ago where the proposi¬ 
tion that British fighters 
were inadequately 
armed for the task they 
faced was strongly hint¬ 
ed at. 

Mac was determined 
to research the subject 
and, if he could, sepa¬ 
rate myth from reality. 

He started his 
research by going back 
into the history of 
Britain as a trading 
nation. 

He discovered that 
British skills were sec¬ 
ond to none, but as we 
were beyond compare 
in many areas such as 
plane design, ship 
building and engine and 
car manufacture, our 
talents as a nation did 
not extend to the cre¬ 
ation and manufacture 
of smaller automatic 
weapons. 

In the immediate 
years before the Second 
World War, this lack 
became dangerously 
apparent. 

An increasing 
German menace was 
causing the creation of 
modern fighter planes 
in the RAF, but there 
was no indigenous 
armament industry to 
put modern weapons in 
them. 

There was little time 
to solve this problem. 
Our speaker said that it 
was the core of his talk 
to explain how this 
problem was solved 
and how officials from 
the Air Ministry 
searched high and low, 
and country by country, 
for the ‘perfect’ weapon 
for the new fighters. 

After frantically 
searching for some time 
they discovered the 
.303 Browning gun in 
the USA, and acquired 
a licence to build these 
in a huge quantity at 
the British BSA factory 
in Britain. 

Eight of these guns, 
firing at 40 rounds a 
second, went into each 
Spitfire and Hurricane. 

Time was so short 
that the reliability of 
these weapons was only 
fully established in 
combat during the 


Battle of Britain. 

Their reliability was 
found to be a determin¬ 
ing factor, and there is 
little doubt that they 
caused huge losses to 
enemy marauders. 

But they were com¬ 
plex pieces of machin¬ 
ery and the ground 
crews needed much 
skill to handle and serv¬ 
ice them. 

Training pilots and 
technicians to be com¬ 
petent in the use of 
these guns in a short 
time was a huge task. 

As the arrange¬ 
ments for the re-arming 
of the RAF with the 
Browning were pro¬ 
ceeding, the search was 
going on in parallel for 
a powerful cannon that 
would, in time, replace 
the efficient, but essen¬ 
tially ‘stop-gap’. 
Browning machine 
guns with their rifle¬ 
sized bullets. 

The Battle of Britain 
had to be won first. 

Shortly before the 
war started alert RAF 
officers had discovered 
a new and highly-effi- 
cient 20mm cannon that 
was invented and 
developed in Paris - 
Hispano. 

Mac gave details of 
the negotiations that 
took place between the 
two countries in 1937. 

The French, led by 
the descendant of the 
last king of Poland, 
Prince Poniatowski, a 
director of Hispano, 
were hugely co-opera¬ 
tive and helped to set 
up a new factory in 
Grantham to mass-man¬ 
ufacture the Hispano 
cannons in 1938. 

Our speaker empha¬ 
sised the fact that not 


only were we not 
behind the Germans in 
the manufacture of can¬ 
non during the war, but 
were actually making 
superior ones in 1938. 

It is now obvious 
that the replacement of 
the Browning machine 
guns by the French- 
designed Hispano can¬ 
nons was carefully 
phased. 

It would simply not 
have been practical to 
have put these fearsome 
new weapons into the 
British fighters in time 
for the Battle of 
Britain, but they were 
ready shortly after, and 
gave efficient service 
for years. 

Strangely, it would 
appear that German 
intelligence in 1937 
learned that it was the 
intention of the British 
to put eight 40-shots- 
per-minute machine 
guns into their fighters, 
and that caused the 
Germans to hastily 
adapt ex-flak guns and 
put them into their 
fighters. 

These could only fire 
60 shots using drums, 
and were not efficient, 
although considerable 
developments took 
place in this field 
throughout the war. 

However, the myth 
was born that somehow 
the Nazi planes had 
armaments that had the 
edge on the British 
ones. 

A closer look at the 
facts does little to sup¬ 
port this.

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THE FACTS ABOUT THE. 
U.S. TROOPS IN BARRY 



I N response to 
Mr Short’s let¬ 
ter in The GEM, 
which quoted me as 
verifying that the 
first arrival of 
American troops on 
European soil dur¬ 
ing the First World 
War was at Barry, 
may I respond by 
saying that this was 
not the case. It is a 
myth that has 
grown up over the 
years. 

The iconic photograph 
of the American troops 
on King Square was 
actually taken on July 31 
- but by June of the pre¬ 
vious year 14,000 U.S. 
soldiers were already in 
France, and by May 
1918, the number had 
risen to over a million, 
half of them being on 
the front lines. 

They had fought sev¬ 
eral battles at Cantigny, 
Belleau Wood and 
Hamel during May, June 
and early July of 1918. 

The Americans stayed 
for only a short while in 
Barry in July 1918, dis¬ 
embarking at the Docks, 
marching to King Square 
to be paraded by their 
Colonel Mortimer and 


given an official recep¬ 
tion before returning to 
their ships. 

Contrary to what Mr 
Short writes, the first 
American troops to 
arrive in Britain during 
WW1 did actually land 
at Liverpool. The Horse 
Battalion of the 1st Div 
Ambulance Train, Field 
Hospitals 2 and 12, other 
elements of 1 Sanitation 
Train (Medical) and 1 
and 2 Military Police 
Companies (all 1st 
Division) arrived in 
Liverpool on 1 and 3 
September 1917. 

The first combat 
troops to arrive in 
Britain were elements of 
the 9th Infantry 
Regiment (2nd 
Division), who arrived 
in Liverpool on October 
3rd 1917 and others in 
Glasgow at this same 
time. 

Neither were the 
American troops in 
WW 1 referred to as 
‘GIs’ during this con¬ 
flict, but ‘Doughboys’. 
This description dates 
back to the 

Mexican-American War 
of 1846-48. 

‘GF was used later as 
a term describing a US 
soldier or an item of 
their equipment. The 
term is often thought to 


be an initialisation of 
‘Government Issue’ or 
‘General Infantryman’ 
but the origin of the term 
is in fact ‘Galvanized 
Iron’ after the letters that 
were stamped on U.S. 
Army metal trash cans. 

During World War I, 
US soldiers sardonically 
referred to incoming 
German artillery shells 
as ‘GI cans’. During the 
1930s it was somehow 
assumed that GI stood 
for Government Issue 
and the term was applied 
to other equipment and 
the soldiers themselves. 
The term reached even 
farther use as its usage 
spread with the 


American troops during 
World War IT 

Should readers wish 
to see WW2 GIs, I would 
suggest they join us on 
Barry Waterfront on 
June 16-17, where a liv¬ 
ing history weekend will 
pay tribute to the GIs 
who were stationed in 
the area 70 years ago 
during the Second World 
War. 

We also hope to stage 
a civic ceremony on 
June 15, to dedicate a 
plaque on King Square 
to the memory of those 
American troops.

In steps of 
family who 
sheltered 
Owain 
Glyndwr 


ELEVEN walkers 
(and Pepper the 
spaniel) joined Joy 
at Skenfrith Castle, 
which lies deep in 
the valley beside 
the Monnow River 
and was construct¬ 
ed in 1219 by 
Hubert de Burgh 
on the site of an 
earlier castle. 

The castle was once 
surrounded by a 20-foot 
deep moat which fed 
the nearby mill on the 
south side of its walls, 
but by 1538 the place 
was abandoned and fell 
into ruins and is now 
cared for by CADW. 

They crossed the 
river opposite The Bell, 
an old Welsh coaching 
inn, to Garway Court 
Farm, before going 
steeply downhill to St 
Michael’s Church at 
Garway. 

This has been a holy 
site since a Celtic 
church stood in the 
field behind the present 
church in 600AD and in 
a private garden oppo¬ 
site stands a stone 
dovecote inscribed 
1326. 

In glorious sunshine. 


the group moved on 
through Garway and 
climbed to Garway 
Hill. 

Below on the north¬ 
ern side in the valley 
lay Kenchurch Court 
which has been in the 
Lucas-Scudamore fami¬ 
ly for a thousand years. 

Ralph Scudamore 
came to Herefordshire 
from Normandy and 
built a castle in Ewyas 
Harold for Edward the 
Confessor in 1042. 

It is said that the 
family sheltered Owain 
Glyndwr, when he 
being hunted by the 
English army.

‘Airport is a plane 
spotters’ nightmare’ 


H aving been employed by a few 
holiday charter companies as a 
pilot at Cardiff Airport for the 
last 25 years, I wish to applaud the letter 
in The GEM on March 29 written by 
David and Anne Watson, of Llantwit 
Major, who accurately described the 
decline in passenger numbers at Cardiff 
Airport, compared to the upsurge in pas¬ 
senger figures for Bristol Airport. 

They also mentioned the fact that Vueling (a rep¬ 
utable Spanish low cost carrier) was coming to 
Cardiff this month. 

Additional flights from any operator are very 
welcome, even though it would be more beneficial 
if a UK carrier came to Cardiff, because more jobs 
would be created within Wales. 

I have good reason to believe that two UK air¬ 
lines attempted to negotiate a reduction of passen¬ 
ger handing fees with Cardiff Airport management 
recently with a view to operating out of Cardiff. 

I understand these discussions failed, with the 
airport not offering a reduction in these fees, which 
are the second highest in the UK. 

Would it not be in the public interest if the Welsh 
Government negotiated with the airport owners to 
explore the possibility of finding some common 
ground, whereby the people of Wales would benefit 
from the prosperity of more aviation activity? 

At present, the situation at Cardiff Airport can 
best be described as a ‘plane spotters’ nightmare’.

Airport charges 
not a problem' 

I was intrigued by Phillip Clarke’s letter, which 
highlights a common theme and misconception. 
Airlines are the key to passengers using the air¬ 


port and they control the routes, frequencies and 
prices. 

Since bmibaby decided to leave Cardiff, we have 
pitched the opportunity to more than 30 airlines, 
offering substantial incentives and discounts and 
only Vueling has been prepared to grasp that 
opportunity for this year. 

The airport does not provide ground handling, as 
per European Union regulations, so those costs are 
outside our control but, like all airports with spare 
capacity, we discount our charges for new services 
and growth. 

So let’s lay the myth once and for all that 
charges are a problem or that we would not negoti¬ 
ate with any airline. 

It is also important to state that Vueling, a carri¬ 
er with a very high profile in Spain and across 
Europe, can still benefit the Welsh economy, and 
Welsh jobs, through inbound tourism which they are 
strongly focused on.

Council unveils plans for 
investing in its schools 


THE Vale Council is set to allocate a sum of 
£74.7 million to be spent on schools over the 
next seven years. 

The proposal was being considered by the cabinet 
of the Vale Council yesterday (Wednesday) 

In a report, members were told that the Vale 
Council’s 21st Century Schools Strategic Outline 
Programme (the original SOP) had been submitted to 
the Welsh Government in December 2010, and at the 
time the Welsh Government was funding 70 per cent 
of the budget. 

However, in July 2011 the Minister For Education 
and Skills changed the formula, and the Welsh 
Government contribution was reduced to 50 per cent. 

For councils such as the Vale, it was back to the 
drawing board. 

The council’s revised submission was successful 
in December 2012, and a conditional offer was 
received from the Welsh Government (subject to the 
approval of business cases for each scheme and statu¬ 
tory approvals where apphcable) for £10.48 milhon of 
government for a £20.96 million project to enhance 
various schools in Llantwit Major and Barry. 

In addition, the council expects to get up to 
£33,360,650 of Welsh Government grant binding for 
the Penarth Learning Community (PLC), which repre¬ 
sents a 70 per cent grant support rate, as the council 
secured this before the rules changed. 

The cabinet was told that the PLC remains on pro¬ 
gramme and, subject to planning, constmction should 
start on site during autumn 2012. 

The report says that in recent years, it has complet¬ 
ed the £22 million remodelling of Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School and just over £2 milhon has 
been invested in the feasibility and design of Penarth 
Learning Community. 

Now, the council is putting forward a proposal to 
spend a total of £74.73 million during the period 
2012/13 to 2019/20. 

This includes the aforementioned £33 million for 
the Penarth Learning Community, plus £14 million 
from the council’s own resources) - a total of around 
£47.16 million.

The £20.96 million for schools in Barry and 
Llantwit will also be spent during this seven-year peri¬ 
od. 

Finally, the council also plans to spend a total of 
£6.6 mil lion on general asset renewal and improve¬ 
ments - again over the seven-year period, making a 
total of £74 mi llion. 

Asset renewal includes replacing boilers, roofs and 
windows, and other similar items. 

The Penarth Learning Community is, clearly, the 
biggest project, and bringing St Cyres School, togeth¬ 
er with the three special schools of Erw’r Delyn, 
Ashgrove and Ysgol Maes Dyfan together one one 
campus is a major undertaking. 

In fact, the report to cabinet reveals that the floor 
area of St Cyres and the new SEN School will be quite 
similar. 

St Cyres is planned to have a floorspace of 11,850 
sq metres, will the SEN school will have 7,950 sq 
metres. 

However, there will also be a ‘respite facility’ for 
pupils at the SEN school to stay overnight, with 16 
beds, and that will have a floorspace of 1,475 sq 
metres. 

The number of pupils, however, is very different, 
with St Cyres having 1,280, and the SEN school hav¬ 
ing 205. 

The new St Cyres School is scheduled to open in 
October 2014, and the SEN school in the New Year, 
2015. 

Looking at the £20 million that will be spent in 
Llantwit and Barry, the biggest portion will go to 
remodel Llantwit Major Comprehensive School, in a 
£12 million proiect that should happen between 2015 
and 2019. 

Ysgol Nant Talwg in Barry is set to be completed 
between 2014 and 2016, and the cost of that is an esti¬ 
mated £2.4 mi ll ion. 

In Llantwit, a sum of £1.79 million has been set 
aside to complete the new Welsh medium primary 
school, Ysgol Gymraeg Dewi Sant. 


This school has just finished its first year, and will 
be expanding as new year groups start. Tlie extra work 
is due to take place between 2015 and 2017. 

Finally, a sum of £4.25 million has been set aside to 
“remodel two primary schools in the Barry cluster”. 

This will take place between 2014/15 and 2016/17, 
and the reorganisation aims to “reduce surplus capac¬ 
ity, and increase Welsh medium provision to meet con¬ 
tinued increasing parental demand”.

NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 

Things starting to 
buzz in the hives! 


THINGS are beginning to get 
under way in the apiary now. 
Of the six hives that came 
through the winter, I have 
taken two of then to populate 
the Aberthaw apiary . 

It is my intention to use the bees’ 
desire to swarm to enable the stocks in 
Fonmon to be increased. How will this 
be done? Now that the days are length¬ 
ening, and forage (ie flowers, fruit 
blossom etc) is available to the bees, 
the queen bee has stepped up her egg 
laying and the population within the 
hive will increase rapidly. 

The beekeeper has to carry out reg¬ 
ular inspections, whereby he/she can 
look to the needs of the bees, the main 
requirement is that of room. 

The provision of boxes containing 
drawn out honeycomb will usually suf¬ 
fice, giving the queen more room to lay 
and for the bees to store more nectar 
and pollen. 

However, should the bees feel that 
space is diminishing, they will start to 
rectify matters. Swarming is their 
answer to this situation. 

This is where the regular inspections 
pay off, once the decision to swarm is 
undertaken, the bees will start to make 
large cells on the frames in the hive. 

It is now that the beekeeper has to be 
on the alert if he/she wants to control 
things. 

The queen cells, as they are known, 
can vary in number from two or three 
even up to a dozen or more. It is the 
use of these queen cells that will 
enable the beekeeper to increase the 
stocks at the apiary. 

Using a Nucleus-Box (small version 
of a hive) to which has been added 
frames containing pollen and nectar 
and bees, a frame with one/two queen 
cells on it can be introduced. There is 
no queen in resident in this nucleus. 


and the bees within will be those that 
are described as nurse bees. Their task 
in any hive is to care for eggs, and to 
care for larvae (eggs that have hatched) 
plus look to the needs of the queen that 
will eventually appear. 

The beekeeper will have to feed this 
nucleus as it will not have forager bees 
to do this. Given a little help from 
dame fortune, a new hive could well be 
on the cards. 

This is a simplification of one 
method available to the beekeeper, oth¬ 
ers do exist. 

The splitting of a hive showing 
signs of swarming is yet another 
approach; here the hive will be opened 
up and some frames will be taken out 
and transferred to another box. Each 
box should have 11 frames in it so new 
or previously used frames are brought 
in to give each box its full comple¬ 
ment. 

Timing and care are very important 
here if success is to be achieved. One 
of the boxes will be devoid of foraging 
bees because the flying foragers will 
go to the original site on which one of 
your boxes resides. Feeding of one or 
both hives may well be required. 

Swarms are another way of making 
increase but, the beekeeper is trying to 
avoid this very thing at his/her own 
apiary. Note swarming is part of a 
bee’s life cycle, it may not happen 
every year but at some point bees will 
swarm. This is, after all, how bees keep 
the species going. 

Should anyone need a deeper under¬ 
standing of my over simplification 
here, the internet is a very good source 
and one site worth a look for all things 
beekeeping is Dave Cushman A-Z - 
you could well spend the rest of your 
life there. You might even want to 
become a beekeeper.

Norwegian thriller 
is a thoroughly 
'captivating piece’ 


I N the last cou¬ 
ple of years, the 
Scandinavian 
nations have decid¬ 
ed to put the 
amenable, pine- 
and-snow personal¬ 
ities to the side and 
embrace the world 
of thrillers, mur¬ 
ders and general 
skullduggery. 

The success of their 
crime fiction, TV series 
and films (including the 
likes of the Girl... fran¬ 
chise, The Killing and 
Wallander) has seen a 
global rise in the interest 
of what this area of the 
world will conjure up 
next, with Headhunters 
being the latest to hit 
cinema screens. 

Adapted from the 
book by Jo Nesbo, this 
Norwegian film tells the 
story of Roger Brown 
(Aksel Hennie) a corpo¬ 
rate headhunter who 
moonlights as a top art 
thief; but he bites off 
more than he can chew, 
when he targets Clas 
Greve (Nikolaj Coster- 
Waldau), a man who 
doesn’t take lightly to 
Roger's interest and who 
turns Roger from hunter 
to hunted... 

The raft of remakes of 
Scandinavian films and 
TV shows merely high¬ 
lights both the lack of 
imagination on the part 
of producers, but also a 
nod that, at present, the 
work they are producing 
is, by and large, more 
impressive than most 
English-language fare. 
Headhunters is yet 


another example of this, 
a thriller on the surface 
but when scratched, 
reveals both a tenderness 
and a dark comedy that 
mkae it a highy refresh¬ 
ing watch. That’s not to 
say the film softens its 
edges in any way, rather 
the adaptation of Jo 
Nesbo's novel manages 
to transfuse various ele¬ 
ments onto the big 
screen without these ele¬ 
ments distracting or 
detracting from the main 
story. 

The film is very well 
acted, Aksel Hennie's 
turn as the lead protago¬ 
nist a fine one that 
dances the line, and 
encompasses varying 
degrees of horror, 
humour and pathos. 

It is a committed turn 
by the actor, one that 
sees him tested more 
physically than anything 
else, but he is more than 
up to the task, making 
the character of man see¬ 
ing his facade of a life 
disappearing in front of 
his very eyes both 
appealing and rootable. 

Oppposite him, 
Nikolaj Coster-Waldau 
(who will be better 
known to Game Of 
Thrones fans as the dev¬ 
ilish Jaime Lannister) 
essays the role of Clas 
Greve with a cold heart¬ 
ed relish. 

In many ways, the 
character is the antithesis 
of Roger, the slick suits 
masking who they really 
are, but Waldau brings a 
clinical precision that 
will make Hollywood 
bosses offer him villain¬ 
ous foreigners for at 


least the next three 
years. The other per¬ 
formances are all pitched 
perfectly, from Synnovy 
Macody Lund as the 
wife Roger feels is 
above him, to Julie 
Olgaard’s woman on the 
side with a mysterious 
background and Eivind 
Sander’s fence. 

Morten Tyldum’s 
direction, as you would 
expect, is clean and 
crisp, brimming with the 
imagery that the likes of 
The Killing and the 
Girl... films have per¬ 
fected as their own, 
while he shows a keen 
ability to marshal the 
needs of a twisty story 
into something that, sub¬ 
titles or no subtitles, is 
easy to follow. 

Adapting Nesbo’s 
novel, Lars Gudmestad 
and Ulf Ryberg do a 
sterling job, managing to 
balance the dark heart of 
the story with voyages 
into comedy and 
tragedy. 

The film’s concentra¬ 
tion on Roger’s lack of 
height and the complex 
it has given him recurs 
throughout while the 
character's descent into 
hell - via an outside toi¬ 
let in one instance- is 
given extra heft by the 
writers' concentration on 
character. 

Certainly the story 
hangs a little too much 
on convenient con¬ 
trivance, while the 
reveal of Greve’s end¬ 
game, while clever, feels 
a little too unrealistic 
despite the nature of the 
story; but, as thrillers go. 
Headhunters scores

Top Welsh racehorses on 
show at Ystrad TafFechan 


TOP Welsh point-to-point- 
ers Chesnut Annie, 
Eindlay's Eind and Lady 
Myfanwy all turned up at 
Ystradowen last Saturday, 
for the Ystrad Taf Fechan 
Hunt Steeplechases. 

Beth Roberts' Chesnut Annie 
ran out a twenty lengths winner 
of the members’ race, Myfanwy 
Miles' Findlay’s Find failed by 
three parts of a length to catch 
Midnight Diamond in the £1,000 
John Lovell Memorial men’s 
open race, and Lady Myfanwy 
was a three lengths winner of the 
Aga ladies’ open race. 

Chesnut Annie, who took 
some time to warm to her task, 
brought her tally of wins to 34, 
which includes two hunter chas¬ 
es, and her rider Sally Randell, 
asked for a comment, said: “I 
was just glad to get her past the 
winning post today.” 

Findlay’s Find, under Barry 
Denvir, made up a lot of ground 
on the second circuit but Mathew 
Barber on Nina Phillips’ course 
winner Midnight Diamond was 
always in control, and he said: “I 
knew my horse would stay but it 
was his jumping that won us the 
race.” 

Lady Myfanwy who, according 
to her rider Claire Hart, is “a lit¬ 


tle star”, was recording her 27th 
win between-the-flags and she 
also has four hunter chase wins 
to her credit. 

Paul Miles says that the AGA 
Ladies’ Hunter Chase Linal at 
Cheltenham on May 2 is her 
main target. 

Due De Normandie, partnered 
by Bridgend’s Rachel Leyshon 
(18) finished a length in front of 
the tiring Not To Berude (Tom 
David) in the restricted race. 
However, after a steward’s 
inquiry the positions were 
reversed on the grounds that Due 
De Normandie, who had jumped 
the last two fences ahead of the 
pacemaking Not To Berude, had 
taken the ground of the ‘runner- 
up’ causing the experienced 
David ‘having to snatch up his 
mount.’ 

Some racegoers thought that 
the stewards had over- reacted 
and had been too harsh on 
Leyshon, a comparative novice 
to David who was riding his 15th 
‘winner’ of the season. 

Towering Run, who had been 
pulled up at Lydstep on Bank 
Holiday Monday when having no 
chance of catching the winner 
Superman De La Rue, gave John 
Mathias his 10th winner of the 
season when coming home six 
lengths ahead of Ace High Blue 


in the intermediate race. 

Bradley Gibbs, who rides out 
for Vale trainer Tim Vaughan, 
took the young horse maiden on 
Michael Bassett’s Coosan Lad, 
which won by 20 lengths from 
Hazarose. 

Coosan Lad, a six-year-old 
bay gelding, is trained by Luke 
Price, who was saddling his fifth 
winner of the season. Bradley 
brought his season’s tally of wins 
to 11, and this includes a winner 
under rules. 

Gareth Ball, 22, another of 
Tim Vaughan’s work riders, 
notched-up his first winner when 
landing the aged horse maiden 
on Robert Evans’ Coole Abbey 
Major, which won by a length 
from Sueski. Londoner Gareth, 
apparently known to his fellow 
jockeys as ‘Brains’, has had 
around 22 rides and was com¬ 
pleting the course for just the 
second time. 

Mr Evans, who couldn’t 
remember the last time he had a 
winner, paid just £300 for Coole 
Abbey Major and said it cost him 
a lot more to bring the horse over 
from Ireland.

improve the interior, 
making it more open and 
giving customers more 
space, and also to address 
a few practical prob¬ 
lems.”

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Barry pupils learn what 
it’s like to be homeless 


LAST month, more 
than 50 Barry 
Comprehensive 
School pupils and 
members of staff 
stayed overnight in 
the school to raise 
money for ‘Shelter 
Wales’, and for the 
participants to get a 
feeling of what it is 
like to spend one 
night sleeping rough. 

All of the participants 
slept the night on the 
cold, cobbled concrete 
floor in the school’s 
atrium with just a sleep¬ 
ing blanket and a pillow 
for their comfort. 

There are over one 
million homeless people 
in the UK, over half of 
them living and sleeping 
on the streets. These fig¬ 
ures are growing, and 
charities such as 
‘Shelter Wales’ need to 
raise awareness and 
money to try and reduce 
this problem. 

Drama teacher Ms 
Walters said: “I feel I 
have lived the part of a 
homeless person - 
sleepless nights, aching 
bones and a groggy 
head. Imagine waldng 


up to this every morn¬ 
ing? Never, ever again! 

It would be an awful 
experience on my own. 
I’m glad my friends 
were with me.” 

On the night, another 
charity that is dedicated 
in supporting homeless 
people in Wales, Street 
Football Wales, and its 
project leader came in 
to talk about the scheme 
and how they use foot¬ 
ball as a route for the 
homeless people to get 
their lives back on 
track. 

Keri Harris set up the 
project in 2003 to get 
homeless people off the 
street and playing foot¬ 
ball. There are many 
levels to this project, 
from having hundreds 
of males and females 
play in a local league 
against each other to 
having a national Welsh 
side that competes every 
year in the Homeless 
World Cup. 

The scheme has 
helped hundreds of peo¬ 
ple find a hobby and 
make them active in 
their lives again. Also, 
they give a chance to 
meet other people and

grow a family which 
they have lost in previ¬ 
ous years.

Penarth Computer 
Club: spell-checking 
to eliminate errors 


DO you get letters or emails 
containing spelling mistakes 
or even a wrong word spelt 
correctly (such as ‘pale’ spelt 
as ‘pail’)? I wonder about 
the source of the error. 

It could be a failure of education, 
in which case the error is unfortu¬ 
nate, but forgivable at least on the 
part of the writer. I suspect that it is 
often an assumption that the com¬ 
puter will fix it. Nowadays the com¬ 
puter can do so much to help, but 
not everything. 

I imagine a busy person using a 
dictation programme that types what 
is said. That could be the reason for 
‘no’instead of ‘know’or ‘there’ 
instead of ‘their’ (or even ‘they’re’). 

These writings need the author to 
read them through and might 
require time that cannot be spared. 
The programmes are improving, but 
not yet perfect. 

Now that more people do their 
own typing, errors understandably 
creep in simply because they are not 
expert typists. 

This could be the reason for the 
‘rong sort of sno’ on the railway 
lines (maybe the W key has topped 
working). Again, these could be 
eliminated by a simple read-through. 

‘Rong’and ‘sno’ will be picked up 
by a computer’s spell checking rou¬ 
tine (if it is used) because they are 
not proper words. If someone types 
‘weather’ when they mean 
‘whether’, they are both proper 
words properly spelt and will be 
ignored by a spell checker pro¬ 
gramme even if the wrong one is 
used. 

Even autocorrect is no good 
under those circumstances, although 
it will change ‘teh’ to ‘the’ and make 
hundreds of other corrections with¬ 
out your intervention (to see just 
how hard you have to work to get a 
typing or spelling error past the pro¬ 
gramme in Word, click on 
Tools>Autocorrect Options). 

The value of autocorrect makes it 


worthwhile to type a long email as a 
Word document and send it as an 
attachment, or, if you prefer, cut and 
paste the text into your email after it 
has been inspected by the pro¬ 
gramme. 

At least a lot of your typing errors 
will have been eliminated because 
you will have used a better check 
routine than normally exists within 
your email system. 

If you are using Word 2010, you 
will be even better off as the spell 
checker has been improved to 
include context checking. It will now 
help to distinguish ‘whether’from 
‘weather’, depending on whether 
you are discussing options or the 
weather conditions. 

No doubt it is possible to fool the 
programme if you really try, but at 
least you have a better chance of 
avoiding most of the pitfalls. 

Meanwhile, be aware that auto¬ 
correct can be used to save repeated 
typing of a frequently-used phrase 
by making up your own deliberate 
mis-spelling for correction. For 
example ‘tyfyV could be corrected to 
‘Thank you for your letter’, or ‘yrf’ 
to ‘Yoursfaithfully’. 

Your computer will never mis¬ 
spell the correction - or always get it 
wrong if you didn’t check it properly 
in the first place.

CAR names create 
expectations. 

Eor instance, buy a 
Renault Espace and you 
anticipate bags of room, 
while the Toyota Land 
Cruiser conjures up 
visions of a very capable 
vehicle on and off the 
road.

Naming a vehicle can 
be a tricky exercise 
though, as Mitsubishi 
knows all too well with 
its Charisma, which 
sadly didn’t have any.

However, it could bene¬ 
fit from a wiper on the 
rear windscreen because 
it does get a bit mucky.
